From the Florida hurricane of 192G 


to the rccpnt flood catastrophe in the 
east, disaster in various guises has 
stalked acrots the United States in 
the last decade to cause an aggregate 
damage probably greater than in any 
other 10-year period in the nation's 
history. 


The unparalleled drouth and dust 


storms of 1934. the drouth of 1930-1931, 
the Mississippi valley and New Eng- 
lond floods and the terrific tornadoes 
in 1927, hurricanes in 1926, 1928. 1934 
and 1935, tornadoes in the south in 1932 
and the 1933 earthquake in southern 
California have taken an uncirculated 
toll of human suffering nnd property 
loss.

French Rebuff Hitler 


PARIS, France—(/p)—France will ro- 


ily to Adolf Hitler's peace plan by 
saying it.s acceptance would mean the 
death of the League of Nations, of- 
ficia said Thursday night. 


The government also probably will 
isk for a hurried 
conference with 


Jreat Britain, Belgium and Italy, at 
which it will demand rejection of the 
Tret-man counter-proposals. 


Among the features of Hitler's pro-

would consent to have their frontiers 
controlled by an international commis- 
sion composed of a representative of 
Great Britain, Italy nnd a neutral 
power.

petition. If a stigma were put upon 
thai sort of activity, the 
tendency 


certainly would be to destroy one of 
the primary tenets of 
Democratic 


government. 


Legislator* Also 'Lobby' 


Neither does it help to say that a 


lobbyist is one who brings unusual or 
extra-legal political or other pres- 
sure to bear to influence legislation. 
: The strongest pressure most mem- 
' bers of congress ever encounter comes 


from patronage-controlling adminis- 
trations and politicn lorgnnizutlons. A 
great deal of such pressure comes from 
members themselves, who seek to 
crack the party whip or make ''log- 
rolling" agreements with their col- 


i leagues. 


I Congress hardly could be expected to 
pass a statute making lobbyis-ts out of 
its own members, and no party in 
power ever will make a law casting 
discredit on the numerous legislative 
agents of its own administration. 


Consequently, an effort has been 


made to narrow the field. The bill 
passed by the house 
is aimed at 
10 j "those who accept employment . . . to 


j influence legislation," and at organize- 


—- tions "the principal purpose of which" 


Is to influence legislation. 


But where does that lead, nnd how 


effective would any such statute be 
in weeding out or exposing the evils 
of lobbying? Certainly a little re- 
flection discloses many possible loop- 
holes. 


Proof Difficult 


As to individuals, how could it ever 


be established that anyone was em- 
ployed "to influence legislation?" 


The best known case developed by 


months of senate lobby investigation 
was that of Mr. Hopson of Associated 
Gas and Electric. Yet Hopson 
was 


employed as vice-president of the cor- 
poration; presumably , his contract, If 
ond existed, said nothing about in- 
fluencing legislation. 


There are in Washington hundreds 


of offices maintained by corporations 
nnd^ groups, some called "headquart- 
ers," some "branch 
offices,1' some 


"contact bureaus," to gather informa- 
tion for officials back home'. Most of 
them may be engaged in lobbying; yet 
it is a safe bet that not a scrap of evi- 
dence is on the books to prove that 
the "purpose" is legislative manipula- 
tion. 


This is particularly true of organiza- 


tions, as distinct from individuals, Ap- 
parently the liberty league has been a 
.special target for the lobby investigat- 
ors. Yet the league seldom mentions 
pending legislation; to establish legis- 
lative influence as its "principal pur- 
pose" would require more lawyers 
than there are in congress. 


Too Much For Congress 


Finally, what about the- political con- 


sequences of formally branding as lob- 
byists the representatives of such or- 
ganizations as thej American Federa- 
tion of Labor, the Farm Bureau Ft-1- 
eration, or the American Legion? 


The job of figuring it all out ap- 


Ijears a little too mutn for congression- 
al minds. Some bill may be passed, 
having the effect of a political gesture, 
but the feeling is widespread that 
lobbying will continue, regardless, and 
much after the well-established cus- 
tom of these many years.
